BOA^D OF BBlieATION. 

Your Board of Education have had under consideration the general 
statement of the aim and policy of the Board of Education of the M. E. 
Church, South, as prepared and sent out by the Board; and recommend 
that this Conference give hearty endorsement and co-operation to the Gen- 
eral Board in all its purposes, as thus expressed. 

In order to complete the organization which they suggest, and to 
facilitate the work in behalf of this important interest of the Church, your 
Board recommended and you adopted last year the following constitution: 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Educa- 
tion, to serve without salary, to whom the several District Boards of Edu- 
cation, hereinafter provided for, shall report immediately upon their 
organization. It shall be the duty of the Conference Secretary of Educa- 
tion to see that the District Boards be furnished with catalogues of all our 
institutions, and with all information necessary to the prosecution of the 
work of the District Boards, and to keep a roster of teachers desiring situ- 
ations, and to put them in correspondence with the Boards applying for 

teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Edu- 
cation, to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board of Educa- 
tion shall be paid, and who shall pay out of the said funds the expenses of 
the Secretary of the Board for stationery, printing, etc., and the traveling 
expenses of members of the District Boards when in the discharge of their 
duties as members of the Board, and shall present an itemized statement 
of all moneys received and disbursed by him to the Annual Conference 
Board of Education, with vouchers therefor. 

District Boards of Education. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, four 
laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from his 
district, as a District Board of Education. The Presiding Elder shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board, and he shall have power to fill any va- 
cancies occurring in the Board, in the interim of District Conferences. 
He shall call a meeting of the Board for his District in the month of April, 
which shall effect its own organization, and report the same to the Con- 
ference Secretary of Education, and lay such plans for their work in the 
District as in their judgment are advisable. The four laymen upon this 
Board shall be ex-officio members of the District Conference. It shall be 
the duty of the District Boards of Education: 

1. To secure through the pastors of the different charges of the 
District, such facts concerning the number of children and young people 
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of our own church of school age, and the facilities for education within 
their bounds, as shall enable the Church to know the needs of our people: 
to secure from the Secretary the names of such teachers as desire situa- 
tions, and to do all in their power to supply the local needs within the 
bounds of their several Districts; to procure the names and addresses of 
such young people as may be induced to attend our Academies and Col- 
leges, and to report them to the faculties; personally to aid the agents of 
our schools in whatever way passible when canvassing within their bounds: 
and to report in writing to the District Conference the work of the Board 
for the year, together with the statistics before mentioned. 

2. No student for our ministry shall be admitted to our Academies 
or College, as a beneficiary student, who has not been recommended to the 
District Board by the pastor of the charge in which he holds his member- 
ship, and by the District Board to the faculty of the institution which he 
proposes to enter. When such application is made and approved, the 
District Boards shall diligently enquire what amount of aid is absolutely 
necessary for such applicant to meet expenses other than tuition, and 
shall inform the pastors of the amounts expected of their charges, and the 
pastors shall raise the amounts in such way as they shall deem best; and 
the said amounts, when raised, shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the 
Conference Board of Education, with information for whom it is to be 
used. 

3. No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our people 

by the District Conferences that has not secured the approval of the Dis- ( 

trict Board of Education. 

And the Board recommends to the Conference that C. M. Bishop be 
elected Conference Secretary, and A. H. Barnes Conference Treasurer, 
according to this Constitution herein adopted. 

Your Board, desiring to put itself in harmony with our general 
Board of Education, and desiring further to devise as liberal measures as 
possible, we therefore recommend that an assessment of $2,028 be made on 
this Conference for education, to be divided as follows: For Paine and 

Lane Institutes, $600; for the general Board, $228; for Central College, 

$400: for Central Female College, $400; for Scarritt Collegiate Institute, 

$200, and for Morrisville College, $200.

We congratulate our general Board of Education, and especially 
Dr. R. J. Bigham, Secretary, that in this first year of the active work of 
the Board, so much has been done in the way of gathering interesting sta- 
tistics, in scattering instructive literature, and increasing general interest 
in the subject of Christian Education throughout the Church. 

In order to further the important interests of this work in our own 
Conference, your Board recommends that the Conference shall order that 
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the second Sunday in January be set apart as College Day; and that it 
shall be observed in all our charges by the holding of a special service in 
behalf of Christian Education, and by an earnest effort to raise the assess- 
ment imposed by this Board. 

2. — Central College. 

Central College, our school for young men, the property of the three 
Missouri Conferences, we are happy to say, is in a most prosperous condi- 
tion . Never before in its history has the outlook been more hopeful. 

During the past year it has had a change in its presidency. Dr. 
Hammond resigned to accept the presidency of Wesleyan Female College, 
and Hon. Tyson Dines was elected President. His election was received 
with enthusiasm by all the friends of the school. 

Another important step taken during the past year was the separa- 
tion of the Academy from the College proper, which has increased the 
efficiency of the College greatly. 

During the year the will of Moses U. Payne was probated, and the 
College will receive $10,000, to be added to the endowment. The College 
is also indebted to Mrs. B. F. Johnson for two &cres of ground adjoining 
the campus. The attendance during the past year has been larger than 
for some years past. We find every department well equipped, and every 
chair well filled. In consideration of the above facts, we thank God for 
past blessings upon the college, and we offer prayers for her future pros- 
perity and usefulness. 

We most heartily recommend Central College to our people as th® 
place for Methodist young men. We also request the appointment of the 
usual visiting committee.

3. — Central Female College. 

This Institution, so well known, where so many of our Missouri 
girls have received a Christian education, needs no eulogies from us; but 
perhaps a few references to its departments of work, and to its history 
during the past year, would be helpful. The number of students was 148; 
graduates, 8. There are 2,000 volumes in the library, valued at $4,500, 
and apparatus worth $1,000. The Faculty of the College is unsurpassed, 
if equaled, by that of any similar institution within the bounds of our de- 
nomination. President Jones paid out during the past year about $13,000 
in salaries to his teachers. With such a faculty and with such an equip- 
ment no better place could be found for young ladies seeking the highest 
Christian Education. 

While God’s hand has ever been upon the College for good, yet it 
was very hard to see a blessing in the death of Col. John A. Jones, the 
father of the President, and Professor of Political Economy. And we also 
greatly- regret the loss of Miss Mary Z. Bryant, long a faithful and much 
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loved teacher in the school. While we feel these afflictions w*e thank God 
rthat the College abounds, and has a future of great hopefulness. 

We recommend that the request of the Board be granted, wherein 
4hey ask the appointment by this Conference of three members of the 
Board of Curators. And we hereby nominate for these positions W. B. 
Palmore, Robert Taubman, and.*!. Fletcher Groves. Your Board of Edu- 
cation also ask that the Conference recognize and endorse the ayipointment 
of Rev. W. F. McMurry, of the Missouri Conference, as agent of the 
College. 

It is the firm conviction of your Board that Central Female College 
does the highest grade of educational work of any institution for the edu- 
cation of young women in the State. And we w T ould impress upon the 
minds of our preachers and our Methodist people generally, that this being 
the central institution and joint fjroperty °f the three Conferences of our 
State, has a right to expect and demand their hearty support and co-oper- 
ation in all its noble work. 

We recommend the appointment of A. R. Faris, A. G. Dinwiddie 
and E. Y, Ginn as a visiting committee.

4. — Morrisville College, 

From the report of the Board of Curators of Morrisville College w r e 
are glad to learn of the prosperity of the school during the past year, and 
of the gratifying results of the labors of the President and Faculty. Not- 
withstanding the hard times, there was a matriculation of 108, and the 
enrollment for the present term promises to rise considerably above that 
of last year. 

The College is located in a prosperous towm, 1400 feet above the sea, 
commanding a territory untouched by the immediate influence of other 
schools of our church, with a history of years of consecrated fidelity to 
Christian education. Some changes have been made in the Faculty; but 
it is confidently believed that by such changes no damage will accrue. 

During the year one and a half acres of land was added to the College 
grounds, and other improvements made amounting to $460, all of which 
w 7 as raised by the citizens of the town. We are glad to note the local pat- 
ronage has been considerably increased. Friends of the school are most 
hopeful of an enlarged success and usefulness of the institution. 

The Board requests the appointment of Rev. W. H. Winton to the 
Presidency of the College, and that J. G. Simpson, B. W. Mitchell, C. J. 
Wilkins, B. V. Alton and J. F. Robb be elected on the Board of Curators 
for the three ensuing years.

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5. — Scarritt Collegiate Institute. 

With pleasure we note the continued success and influence of this 
school. It is doing a splendid work for Methodism and for society in send- 
ing out educated and cultured young men and women of Christian integ- 
rity to the homes and churches of our land. 

Its location is very fortunate. The country round about Neosho is 
beautiful, and the air of that high region is pure and healthful. 

Last year there were matriculated 166 pupils. The prospect for an 
equal number this year is flattering. 

Dr. C. C. Woods, who has, since the reorganization of the school* 
been its efficient President, has severed his connection with it. Prof. J. 
C. Shelton, A. M., who has been with Dr. Woods all these years, has been 
selected by the Board of Curators to take the position. He is in every way 
capable, and is worthy our most implicit confidence and our heartiest en- 
dorsement. 

Mrs. J. C Shelton will have the care of the “College Home,” and 
we feel assured that it could not have fallen into better hands. No father 
or mother need have anxiety about the care of a daughter while she is in 
that excellent home. 

The moral influence of the school is of the best. Very few of the 
students leave, after having spent a year in the school, without having 
become Christians. This is our school, and should receive not only our 
sympathy, but our material support as well. 

We recommend the confirmation of the election of J. C. Shelton, 
A. M., as President for the ensuing Conference year, M. E. Benton, D. 
P. Weems and Joseph King as members of the Board of Curators, and 
the appointment of a visiting committee.

6. — Cottey College. 

The Board of Education has had before it the report of the Board 
of Curators of Cottey College, and after duly considering the same make 
the following report: 

That we are gratified to learn of the increased prosperity of the 
College. The school is elegantly located and wisely conducted. Mrs. V. 
A. C. Stockard is recognized as one among our most efficient educators- 
She is a most devoted Christian woman, and worthy of the highest and 
fullest confidence of our people. 

The College has had a most successful year. Thorough and high 
grade work has been done. The Faculty is composed not only of compe- 
tent teachers but devout Christians. We note, with pleasure, that every 
unconverted young lady in the College was converted during the year, and 
real practical Christian work is being done. 

The college building is large, and modern in appointment. Mrs. 
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Stockard announced to the Board that it is her intention, in the near 
future, to give the whole of the college property, grounds, buildings, etc., 
•estimated to be worth $30,000, to the Southwest Missouri Conference. The 
College is now a little in debt, but as soon as its title is clear from debt she 
will offer it all to the Conference, in the name of the Lord Jesus, as a 
thank-offering for his special mercies and blessings upon her in the work. 
As the Board of Education for the Southwest Missouri Conference, we 
highly appreciate the spirit which prompts Mrs. Stockard to give this 
entire property to the Church: and we unhesitatingly express our high ap- 
preciation of the earnest and faithful work done by Mrs. Stockard and 
her co-laborers in the interest of Christian education. 

She asks the Conference to continue the present relations, and ap- 
point a visiting committee, and the following Advisory Board: J. King, 

the Presiding Elder of Nevada District; the Preacher in charge of Cente- 
nary Church, Nevada: C. H. Briggs, W. M. Prottsman, W. T. McClure. J.

7. — Paine Institute Report. 

The Paine Institute, in the twelve years of its history, has sent out 
one hundred graduates. Twenty-six of these are ministers: forty-four are 
teachers; two are doctors; one is a lawyer; two are merchants; two are 
book-keepers: four are land proprietors running their own farms, and seven 
of them have married ministers. We learn, thus, that eighty-eight of these 
graduates are working among the leaders in the vocations of their people. 
There doubtless are commendable results. 

The Institute has, through the liberality of Moses U. Payne, an en- 
dowment of $25,000; and has other property valued at $14,483.75. The 
sum of $15,000 is asked of the Church for this school; $600 of this amount 
is asked of us as a Conference. The Board of Education hereby recom- 
mends this amount be apportioned to the different Districts of the Confer- 
ense, to be collected for that purpose.

COMMITTEE ON MEMO IR. 



Andrew McCoy, the eldest son of Wm. and Sarah Rader, was 
born in Nicholas county, Virginia, (now Western Virginia,) March 26, 
1821, and died at his home in Marshall, Missouri, June 1, 1896. 

When he was 14 years old the family moved to Missouri, and settled 
in Johnson county, near Rose Hill, where, (when he was 19 years old, less 
11 days,) he was married to Miss Isabella A. McFarland, March 15, 1843. 

In 1847 he was converted and joined the M. E. Curch, South, under 
the ministry of Garland Burgess, a local preacher. 

He was licensed to exhort in 1849, by Daniel A. Leeper. In Novem- 
ber, 1850, he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Co- 
lumbus Circuit, under the presidency of John T. Peery, and in June, 1851, 
the St, Louis Conference, at its session held in Boonville, and over which 
Bishop Soule presided, admitted him on trial as a traveling preacher. 
He was ordained deacon in St. Louis, October 3, 1853, by Bishop An- 
drew, and elder in Springfield, October 21, 1855, by Bishop Early. 
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In 1858 he located and settled on a farm in Jasper county, near 
where Webb City now is, where he lived until the war, when he entered 
the Confederate army. 

At the close of the war he moved to Saline county, and bought a 
home four miles south of Marshall. 

He was re-admitted into the Conference in 1866. 

In 1879 he was appointed to Dover, but his health gave way and he 
did not serve it. 

In 1880 he took a supernumerary relation in which he was continued 
nine years. And was connected with the Arrow Rock and Smith Chapel 
charge. However, the two last years were spent in Colorado seeking 
health. 

In 1889 he took a superannuated relation, came back to Missouri and 
secured a home in Marshall, where, and in which relation he waited, in the 
midst of his friends who had known and loved him long, for his release 
from toil and suffering. 

Bro. Rader was a preacher of the gospel nearly forty-six years: nine 
as a local preacher, twenty-one as an effective itinerant, nine as a super- 
numerary, and se^en as a superannuate. Of the forty-six, twenty-seven 
were given to Saline county. 

Our departed Brother was endowed with a strong, vigorous, grasp- 
ing mind which, by the Lord’s help, enabled him to make a good, instruct- 
ive, helpful preacher, a most judicious pastor and safe counselor, despite 
the facts that he had scarcely no educational advantages in early life, and 
the care and support of a wife and four children (which were increased to 
thirteen) when he joined the Conference. 

The church always prospered under his ministrations. 

His health, which had always been robust till he was fifty -seven 
years old, gave way in 1879, and he never knew what it was to be well 
again. A continuous battle with disease was waged through the last six- 
teen years of his life. 

In the spring of 1893 the writer of this tribute to his memory, and 
whose ministry spans the exact period of his, plus six months, visited him 
at his home, and was assured by him that all was well, and that he expect- 
ed soon to enter into the rest awaiting the weary in his Father’s house — 
“a house not made with hands — eternal in the Heavens.” 

He also made me the bearer of messages of love to his Brethren of 
the Conference. 

By his death a pillow of our Conference has been removed. “He 
was diligent to form and fashion his family according to the doctrine of 
Christ, and make them wholesome examples and patterns to the flock.” 

His wife, six sons and four daughters survive him. Three of his 
sons, one in this Conference and two in Colorado, are itinerant Methodist 
preachers. One of his daughters is the wife of a preacher. All the others 
are engaged in honorable vocations. 
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Of the seventy preachers of the St. Louis Conference who received 
appointments with him forty-five years ago, so far as we now know, only 
fourteen— one fifth— are yet living. One by one the other fifty-six have 
gone to “that borne whence no traveler returns.”

SUNDTVg SCHOOL BOAKD. 



Your Board has failed to get the statistics of this year, so as to com- 
pare them with those of last, but are persuaded that there has not been 
much increase in the number of Sunday Schools in our bounds. 

We are sorry to have to report a sad falling off in the observance of 
Children’s Day; and a consequent falling off in the collections. Out of 136 
charges only 71 observed Children’s Day, and the falling off in the collec- 
» tions have been $70.46. The Board had hoped that by this year we would 

have been able to have put an active agent in the field, to travel at large 
through the bounds of the Conference. Such an agent could organize 
new Sunday Schools, form Normal classes, and hold Institutes, visit Dis- 
trict Conferences, and thus do much toward inspiring enthusiasm, and in- 
fusing new life into that department of Church work. 

We urgently request our pastors to use their utmost endeavor to 
secure the observance of Children’s Day in all our Sunday Schools. We 
depend upon the pastors to organize Norftial classes, and conduct the 
teachers’ meetings, where at all practicable, in order that our teachers may 
be fully prepared to instruct their pupils. 

We also request the Presiding Elders to arrange for the holding of 
Sunday School Conferences, either in connection with Epworth League 
Conferences, or with their District Conferences, and cause to be prepared 
suitable programs for the same. We believe that if a whole day were given 
to the discussion of Sunday School work, in connection with the Dis- 
trict Conferences, it would go very far toward inspiring enthusiasm in this

department of Church work. We hope that the preachers will urge the 
Superintendents and Teachers to be present on such occasions, and thus 
help to develop a greater interest in this work.
